AMERICAN PORT OFFICIALS HAVE ACTIVE PROGRAM 
IN NEW YORK 


The 23rd Annual Convention of the American Association of Port Authorities wil] 
be held at the Hotel New Yorker from September 10 to 13, inclusive, closing with a 
visit to Albany on September 14. 


The delegates, who will converge on Manhattan Sunday, September 9, from all 
North American’ ports, should be well acquainted with the attractions of the Port of 
New York when they return to their homes after following the program as now com. 
pleted. 


At the close of the three-hour business session Monday morning, September, 10, 
the members of the Convention will be taken for a buffet luncheon to the sixty-fourth 
floor of the Rockefeller Center by courtesy of the Westinghouse Lamp Works. In the 
meantime, their wives will be visiting the Empire State Building and wi!l go from there 
to Stern’s for luncheon and a fashion show. 


From 2.30 p. m. to 5.30 p. m. the entire delegation will start on a sightseeing tour, 
which will include an inspection of new piers under construction by the City; a tour 
along the New Jersey Hudson River waterfront, going by way of the George Washing- 
ton Bridge and returning through the Holland Tunnel, and then a trip to the lower 
part of Manhattan. 


Later in the afternoon, an inspection will be made of the Port Authority Commerce 
Building. A brief speech of welcome will be extended to the delegates in the auditorium 
of the building by a Port Authority commissioner. 


The Port of New York Authority, which will be host to the Convention during its 
stay in New York City, will give a dinner-dance in honor of the delegates at night at 
the Hotel New Yorker. 


Luncheon at the end of the Tuesday session of the Convention will be served aboard 


a harbor inspection ship where the delegates will be guests of the Brooklyn Chamber { 


of Commerce. After sailing around the waters of New York Harbor, the delegates 
will leave the boat at Coney Island. The social program for Tuesday night includes 
a visit to the Radio City Broadcast Station, and a trip to the Roxy Theatre as the 
guests of the Hon. Howard S. Cullman. 


PORT NEWARK ENTERTAINS DELEGATES 


The members of the Convention will be transported from the Hotel New Yorker 
to the City Hall at Newark through the Holland Tunnel and over the Pulaski Highway 
via buses. They will pose for photographs on the steps of the City Hall with the 
Mayor and City Commissioners, followed by a luncheon at the Hotel Douglas, as guests 
of the City of Newark. It is planned to have a reception committee composed of lead- 
ing business men in the city to cooperate with the city officials in greeting the delegates. 


The Mayor of Newark, Hon. Meyer C. Ellenstein, will officially greet the delegates 
and their friends, and following the luncheon they will be transported by buses from 
the Hotel Douglas to the Port of Newark. An inspection of the marine facilities will 
be made and following this the buses will continue to the Newark Metropolitan Air- 
port, the busiest in the world. An inspection of the airport, under the guidance of 
several of the executives of the larger transport companies, will be made and those 


delegates desiring to view New York harbor from the air will be accommodated through | 


the facilities of the United Air Ways. 


Later in the afternoon, the delegates will be taken from Port Newark to Hoboken 
to view the loading of freight cars into the Steamship “Seatrain.” On Wednesday 
night, the City of Jersey City will hold a dinner-dance in honor of the Convention 
aboard the Steamship “Veendam.” 


Departure for Albany Thursday night will be made at six o’clock on a Hudson 
River Night Line steamboat. 


CONVENTION ADJOURNS AT ALBANY, GUESTS OF THE PORT COMMISSION 


At Albany, the delegates will be the guests of the Albany Port District Commis- 
sion and will have headquarters at the Ten Eyck Hotel. An inspection will be made 
of the Albany port development, with a luncheon at noon to be given by the Albany Port 
District Commission. At this luncheon, the mayors of the cities of Albany and Rens 
selaer, which comprise the Albany Port District, will speak. Later in the day, there 
will be a further inspection of Albany’s port facilities.

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SECOND EXPORT-IMPORT BANK FACILITIES EXTENDED 


The following general policy statement, approved by the Board of Trustees of the 
Second Export Import Bank, comprises an oflicial notification of the extension of the 
Bank’s facilities to do business with all countries except Russia. 

The main emphasis in the new work of the Bank will rest upon financing the sellers 
in this country. Wherever possible the Bank will supplement the activities of existing 
export and import credit facilities rather than compete with them. 

It is to be particularly noted that opportunity will be given to commercial banks 
and financial institutions to participate in special loans wherever they desire to do go, 

The policy of the Bank has been shaped after a comprehensive canvass of the situa- 
tion during the past 6 months with American producers and business men, whose actual 
needs in relation to export and import business have been carefully studied case by 
case. We believe these new credit accommodations will be of a decided value to American 
shippers, who will thus be able to bring employment and profit to the American people. 
- The operation of this Bank will be carried on in line with a definite knowledge, 
insofar as that can be obtained, of the current incoming and outgoing accounts of the 
United States. The purpose is to be of practical assistance to our foreign trade, but it 
is not proposed to extend credit merely to dispose of goods abroad. 


“ENERAL POLIC STATEMENT 
I. PURPOSE GENERAL POLICY TrATEMENT 


The Certificate of Incorporation of Second Export-Import Bank of Washington, D. ¢ 
(hereinafter called the “Bank’”’), states that the object and purpose of said Bank “is to 
aid in financing and to facilitate exports and imports and the exchange of commodities 
between the United States and other nations or the agencies or nationals thereof.” 
Il. GENERAL POWERS 

“In connection with and in furtherance thereof” the Bank is authorized “to doa 
general banking business; * * * to purchase, sell, and negotiate, with or without its 
endorsement or guarantee, notes, drafts, checks, bills of exchange, acceptances, including 
bankers’ acceptances, cable transfers, and other evidences of indebtedness; to purchase 
and sell securities, including obligations of the United States or of any State thereof; 
* * * to accept bills or drafts drawn upon it; to issue letters of cerdit; to purchase 
and sell coin, bullion, and exchange; to borrow and to lend money; and to do and to 
perform the necessary functions permitted by law to be done or performed in conducting 
said enterprise or business.” 

Ill, APPLICATION FOR CREDIT OR OTHER ASSISTANCE 

Any exporter or importer may apply directly or through any commercial bank. Such 
banks should be prepared to cooperate in making required investigations, and if necessary 
to undertake collections for the Bank. Opportunity will be given to commercial banks 
and financial institutions to participate in special loans. 

IV. TERMS 

(1) Short-term credit (less than 180 days). Since the Bank expects to supplement, 
rather than to compete with existing sources of export and import credit, short-term 
eredit will be granted only when unusual circumstances indicate that commercial banks 
cannot handle the business. 

(2) Intermediate credit (180 days to 12 months). The Bank will endeavor to supple- 
ment any existing credit facilities in this field on terms and conditions which are con- 
sidered advisable for the specific credit proposed. 

(3) Long-term credit (1 to 5 years) The Bank will endeavor to offer long-term 
credit facilities to American exporters or importers on proposals which require financing 
over a period of not more than 5 years. 

(4) General: 

(a) A charge of three-fourths of 1 per cent in excess of the rate (now 4 
per cent) paid by the Bank to the Reconstruction Finance Corporation will be 
made for intermediate term paper with full recourse on applicant or acceptor. 
For long-term paper, the minimum charge will be 1 per cent in excess of such rate. 

(hb) The Bank is interested primarily in assisting nationals of this country 
to finance export or import transactions. It is not interested in transactions in- 
volving it directly with foreign exporters or importers except as outlined in V below. 

(e) If export of agricultural surpluses is involved, section 12 of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act should be utilized to facilitate the Bank’s operations. 

(ad) Consumers’ goods usually will be limited to intermediate credit; capital 
and producers’ goods will be considered for either intermediate or long-term 
credits. 

Vv. GUARANTEE OF CREDITS 

The guaranteeing of a credit risk or the acceptance of paper without recourse is 
not considered to be a primary field for the Bank. However, transactions of unusual 
character which involve terms and risks outside the ordinary routine of export and 
import business may be undertaken subject to underwriting charges commensurate 
with the risk. The Bank will consider exceptional underwritings of this character in 
the case of fabricated articles, on a basis of not to exceed 75 per cent of the total credit 
or the net delivered cost, whichever is lower. Underwritings in connection with non- 
fabricated articles will be treated on an individual basis. The minimum underwriting 
charge will be 4 per cent for the first year plus 2 per cent for each additional year. 
Commercial banks and financial institutions will also be given an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in underwritings of this character. 

VI. COMPLIANCE WITH NATIONAL RECOVERY ADMINISTRATION CODES 

Each borrower from the Bank will be required to certify that it is complying with 
and to agree that it will continue to comply with the provisions of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act affecting its trade or industry, and with the terms of Ex. Order No. 6646.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CHARACTER OF 
WAREHOUSE—USE 


Page 1396 

Article 950 (a) is amended to read as follows: 

Buildings or parts of buildings and other inclosures may be designated as bonded 
manufacturing warehouses, provided the Commissioner of Customs is satisfied that the 
location, construction, and arrangement thereof are such as to afford adequate protection 
to the revenue. Such warehouses should be used solely and exclusively for the purpose 
for which they are bonded. (T. D. 47195.) 


VIRUSES, SERUMS, TOXINS, AND ANALOGOUS PRODUCTS 


Page 1303 

In accordance with the provisions of article 590 (b) of the Customs Regulations of 
1931, the following is a list of foreign establishments licensed by the United States 
Public Health Service for the propagation and sale of viruses, serums, toxins, and 
analogous products for the propagation of which each particular establishment is 
licensed. 

This is a complete list and supersedes all previous lists.

INVOICING—GOLD AND SILVER 


Effective as to importations on and after August 8, 1934, T. D. 47056 is amended to 
read as follows: 

On and after August 8, 1934, consular invoices will be required for all importations of 
gold exceeding $190 in value; Provided, however, That consular invoices will not be required 
for (a) gold which is to remain in customs custody pending reexport, and (b) gold imported 
in its natural (crude) state, covered by the provisions in article 294 (b) (11) (a) of the 
Customs regulations of 1931 relating to crude minerals. 

This decision does not affect the requirements for import licenses set forth in the 
Provisional regulations issued under the Gold Reserve Act of 1934, and in Bureau of 
Customs circular letter No. 1142, of March 8, 1934. (T. D. 47203.) 

These same regulations cover silver, effective date August 14, 1934. (IT. D. 47214.)

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 

NOTE.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or 
in the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavor. 
ing extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with 
the use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for 
vessels manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials, or domestic tax 


paid alcohol and articles on which processing tax has been paid. 
The refund of processing taxes (also called Drawback) under Section 17 (a) of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act, as amended by Section 12 of the Sugar Bill, is allowable on export.

MARKING OF GLASS CONTAINERS 


The Diamond Glass Co., of Royersford, Pa., a domestic manufacturer, has filed a 
complaint under section 516 (b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, contending that with few pos- 
sible exceptions, all glass containers, whether imported empty or filled, are articles for 
tariff purposes; as provided for in paragraphs 217 and 810, imported filled, should be 
marked to indicate their own origin under section 304 (b), the marking to be in the 
glass and not on labels or in any other manner; and that unless they are so marked an 
additional duty of ten per cent should be assessed under section 304(b). 

The Bureau has ruled that usual glass containers imported filled required to be 
marked to indicate country of origin of contents only—Unusual glass containers required 
to be marked to indicate own origin in addition to marking to indicate origin of contents 
—Empty glass containers to be individually marked. 

Notice is hereby given that the marking of this class of merchandise imported 
or withdrawn from warehouse after September 8, will be subject to the decision of the 
United States Customs Court in the event that a protest is filed under the provisions of 
Section 516(b). (T.D.47208.)

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CODE OF FAIR COMPETITION FOR 
THE IMPORTING TRADE 


ARTICLE I—PURPOSES 

section 1. To effectuate the policies of Titie I of the National Industrial Recovery Act, 
his Code is established as a Code of Fair Competition for the Importing Trade, and its 
srovisions shall be the standards of fair competition for such Trade and shall be binding 
ipon every member thereof. nate : : : : 
Section 2. To afford the means of effective preparation and proper presentation of all 
relevant import factors, with reference to the possible application of the special provi- 
sions governing imported products, contained in Title I, Section 3 (e) of the Act. 
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ARTICLE L—DEFINITIONS 

Importer.—For the purposes of this Code, an “Importer” shall be defined, but without 
limitation, aS any individual, partnership, corporation, association, or other form of 
enterprise, or any organized division thereof, principally engaged in importing merchan- 
dise, and/or principaily engaged in the sale of imported merchandise to manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retailers, and/or to institutional, commercial, and/or industrial users; pro- 
yided, however, that this Code shall not govern the importation of merchandise which 
ig solely for the consumption of the Importer, and not for resale. Modifications of, or 
extensions to this definition, or any part thereof, may be made for specific divisions when 
embodied in any appropriate Supplemental Code, or when recommended by the appro- 
priate Divisional Code Authority and approved by the Administrator. ‘ 

The Trade.—The term “Trade” is defined to be the business in which Importers, as 
above defined, are engaged. : : : 

Employee.—The term “Employee” as used herein, includes. anyone engaged in the 
Trade in any capacity receiving compensation for his services, irrespective of the nature 
or method of payment of such compensation. : ; 

Employer.—The term “Employer” as used herein, includes anyone by whom such em- 
ployee is compensated or employed. - - ; 

Ultimate Consumer.—The term “Ultimate Consumer” as used herein is defined as a 
purchaser for home and/or personal use, and not for use or consumption in trade or busi- 
ness or by institutions. ‘ 

Porter.—The term “Porter” as used herein is defined as an employee who, in addition 
to other maintenance duties, is responsible for opening and closing the establishment 
by which he is employed. 

“President, Act, Administrator.—The terms “President,” “Act,” and “Administrator,” as 
used herein shall mean, respectively, the President of the United States, Title I of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, and the Administrator for Industrial Recovery. 

Population for the purposes of this Code shall be determined by reference to the latest 
Federal Census. 

ARTICLE I1I—HOURS 

Section 1. Maximum Hours and Exceptions shall be as follows: 

(A) No member of the Trade shall cause or permit any employee, except an employee 
in an executive, supervisory, prefessional, or personal secretarial capacity, who receives 
a salary or guaranteed minimum of thirty-five dollars ($35.00) per week or more, and 
except outside salesmen, to work more than forty (40) hours in any one week, or to 
work more than six (6) days in any one week (or less, as determined by the Code Au- 
thority of any specific Trade with the approval of the Administrator), except as here- 
after specified. 

(B) Ne employee, except those exempted in paragraphs (A) and (B) of this Section, 
shall be permitted to work more than eight (8) hours in any one day, except that an 
extra hour’s work may be worked on any day if one hour be deducted from the normal 
working hours of any other day of the same week. 

(C) Porters, engineers, firemen, electricians, and outside installation and repair men, 
shall not be permitted to work in excess of forty-four (44) hours nor more than six (6) 
days in any seven (7) day period. 

(D) Watchmen shall not be permitted to work more than nine (9) hours in any one 
day, _ more than fifty-four (54) hours, nor more than six (6) days in any seven (7) day 
period. 

(E) An employer may work an employee such hours as may be necessary in excess 
of the hours specified in (A), (B), (C), and (D), of this Section, if time and one-third is 
paid for all such additional hours per week, but in no case shall any employee, other than 
cable clerks, shipping document clerks, and inside emergency repair men be permitted to 
work more than eight (8) hours per week in excess of his regular hours specified above. 

(F) Employers shall so arrange matters that the hours worked by any employee in 
any one day shall be consecutive with the exception of not more than one hour for lunch. 

Section 2. Employment by Several Employers.—No employer shall knowingly permit 
any employee to work for any time which, when totaled with that already performed 
with another employer or employers in this Trade, or in any other trade or industry, 
exceeds the maximum permitted herein. 


ARTICLE IV—WAGES 

Section 1. No employee, irrespective of his method of compensation, shall be paid less 
than the following weekly wage: 

(A) In cities of five hundred thousand (500,000) population or over, or in the immediate 
trade area thereof, at the rate of fifteen dollars ($15.00) per week of forty (40) hours. 

(B) In places of less than five hundred thousand (500,000) population, at the rate of 
fourteen dollars ($14.00) per week of forty (40) hours. 

Provided, however, that in the South the rate may be one dollar ($1.00) per week less 
than the rates specified above in this Section. 

The term “the South” means the following states: Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky 
Maryland, District of Columbia, Tennessee, North Carolina, South Carolina Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, and Texas. ‘ 

(C) A part-time employee, or one paid on an hourly basis, shall be paid not less than 
forty cents (40c.) per hour. Any employee working less than the regular full time hours 
Der week shall be considered a part-time employee. Employers may establish a regular 
full time week of less than the hours specified herein for all or part of their employees;

provided, however, that the minimum weekly wages established herein shall not be reduced. 
notwithstanding such reduction of regular full time weekly hours. Employees paid on 4 
piece-rate basis shall receive not less than forty cents (40c.) per hour for each hour 
during which they are at the service of their employer, irrespective of the piece-rate 
basis of their compensation. 

(D) Junior employees between the ages of 16 and 18 years, inclusive, may for the first 
six months of their employment be paid at the rate of two dollars ($2.00) less per week 
than the minimum wage rate per week otherwise applicable to them; and learners over 
IS years of age may, for a period of three months from the date of their employment, 
be paid at the rate of one dollar ($1.00) less per week than the minimum wage per week 
otherwise applicable to them. The number of employees classified and compensated as 
juniors or learners combined shail not exceed the ratio of one such employee to every 
ten employees or fraction thereof. : 

(E) All wages due shall be paid not less than once per month in lawful money or by 
negotiable check, payable on demand. . 

Section 2. No employee whose normal full time weekly hours as of July 1, 1933, or the 
date of employment, whichever is later, are reduced by twenty per cent (20%) or less 
shall have his or her full time weekly earnings as of July 1, 1933, or the date of employ- 
ment, whichever is later, reduced. No employee whose normal full time weekly hours as 
of July 1, 1933, or the date of employment, whichever is later, are reduced by more than 
twenty per cent (20%), shall have his or her full time weekly earnings as of July 1, 
If the date of employment, whichever is later, reduced by more than ten per cent 








ARTICLE V—GENERAL LABOR PROVISIONS 

Section 1. Minimum Age Requirements.—No person under 16 years of age shall be em- 
ployed in the Trade, nor anyone under 18 years of age, at operations hazardous in nature 
or detrimental to health. The Code Authority shall submit to the Administrator a list of 
such hazardous and unhealthful occupations not more than thirty (30) days after such 
Code Authority is established and approved by the Administrator. In any state, an em- 
ployer shall be deemed to have complied with this provision, if he shall have on file a 
certificate or permit duly issued by the Authority, in such State, empowered to issue 
employment or age certificates or permits showing that the employee is of the required 
age. 

Section 2. Employee Rights and Employers’ Duties.— 

(A) Employees shall have the right to organize and bargain collectively through repre- 
sentatives of their own choosing, and shall be free from the interference, restraint, or 
coercion of employers of labor, or their agents, in the designation of such representatives 
or in self-organization or in other concerted activities for the purpose of collective bar- 
gaining or other mutual aid or protection. 

(B) No employee and no one seeking employment shall be required as a condition of 
employment to join any company union or to refrain from joining, organizing, or assist- 
ing a labor organization of his own choosing; and 

«C) Employers shall comply with the maximum hours of labor, minimum rates of pay, 
and other conditions of employment, approved or prescribed by the President. 

Section 3. Precedence of Federal and State Laws.—No provision in this Code _ shall 
supersede any Federal or State Law which imposes on employers more stringent require- 
ments as to age of employees, wages, hours of work, or as to safety, health, sanitary, or 
general working conditions, or insurance, or fire protection, than are imposed by this 
Code. 

Section 4. Reclassification of Employees.—No employer shall reclassify employees or 
duties of occupations performed or engage in any other subterfuge, so as to defeat the 
purposes or provisions of =e Act or of this Code. 

Section 5. Posting Code.—Each employer shall post in conspicuous places accessible to 
all employees, full copies of the labor provisions of this Code, together with such amend- 
ments and modifications as may hereafter be made. Every employer shall comply with 
the rules and regulations relative to the posting of provisions of Codes of Fair Competi- 
tion which may from time to time be prescribed by the Administrator. 

Section 6. Protection of Complainants. No employee shall be dismissed by reason of 
making a complaint or giving evidence in respect to an alleged violation of this Code. 

Section 7. Protection of Employees.—Every employer shall make reasonable provisions 
for the safety and health of his employees at the place and during the hours of their 
employment. Standards of safety and health shall be submitted by the General Importers 
Code Authority to the Administrator within three (3) months after the effective date of 
this Code. 

















ARTICLE VI—CODES, AND THE ADMINISTRATION THEREOF 

Section 1. General and Supplemental Codes.— 

(A) To provide an effective procedure for the administration of this Code and all Codes 
supplemental thereto, the Trade shall be divided into commodity divisions, as hereinafter 
provided. 

(B) Provisions governing importers in all commodity divisions are included in this 
General Importers Code. 

«C) Provisions governing importers in one or more, but not in all commodity divisions, 
may be embodied in a supplemental code for each division, after hearing before the Ad- 
ministrator and approval thereof. 

Section 2. General Importers Code Authority. 

(A) The creation of a General Importers Code Authority to cooperate with the Adminis- 
trator in the administration of the provisions of this General Importers Code, is hereby 
authorized, and the creation of a Divisional Code Authority for each Division of the 
Trade to cooperate with the Administrator in administering the provisions of its Supple- 
mental Code, is hereby authorized. 

(B) The General Importers Code Authority shall be divided into, but not limited to, 
three major Sections, representing 1. Crude and semi-finished materials, 2. Food products, 
3’. Manufactured goods ready for re-sale. 

(1) Each of the major Sections shall consist of not less than three members, not more 
than one of whom shall be selected from each qualified trade in that Section. The Ad- 
ministrator, in his discretion, may appoint one or more additional members, without 
vote, to represent the Administrator. 

2) Until such time as the General Importers Code Authority is elected as herein pro- 
vided, the Central N.R.A. Committee for Import Trade Codes, which Committee has pre-

sented the Code on behalf of the Trade, shall act as the General Importers Code Authority. 

(C) The General Importers Code Authority shall have the following duties and powers 
subject to such rules and regulations as may from time to time be issued by the Ad- 
ministrator, in addition to the other powers herein granted: 

(1) To supervise and coordinate the administration of Supplemental Codes by the Di- 
yisional Code Authorities; to administer the Code directly to members not having Divi- 
sional Code Authorities; and to coordinate the administration between such members and 
Divisional Code Authorities having jurisdiction over other commodity groups, in order 
to prevent conflicts of authority and to minimize overlapping of powers. 

(2) To hear all matters pertaining to the provisions of the General Importers Code 
which may be submitted to it by any Importer or Divisional Code Authority; and to at- 
tempt to adjust and/or to report the same with recommendations to the Administrator. 

(3) To adopt by-laws and rules and regulations for its procedure and for the adminis- 
tration of this Code; to elect officers, and to employ a staff as needed to exercise its 
functions. 

(4) To require from Importers and from Divisional Code Authorities such information 
and reports as are necessary to effectuate the purposes of this Code, provided, however, 
except as otherwise provided in the Act, or in this Code, all statistics, data, and 
information filed or required in accordance with the provisions of this Code shall be 
confidential, and handled by an impartial agency, and the statistics, data, and information 
of one member shall not be revealed to another member, including members of the 
General Importers Code Authority; no such data or information shall be _ published, 
except in combination with other similar data, and in such manner as to avoid the dis- 
closure of confidential informatian. 

(45) To use such Trade Associations or other agencies as it deems proper for the 
earrying out of any of its activities provided for herein, provided that nothing herein 
shall relieve the Code Authority of its duties or responsibilities under this Code, and 
that such Trade Associations and agencies shall at all times be subject to and comply 
with the provisions hereof. 

(6) To make investigations as to the functioning or observance of any provisions of the 
General or Supplemental Codes; provided, however, that the General Importers Code Au- 
thority shall not investigate, nor attempt to adjust complaints of violation of the labor 
provisions of this Code, until so authorized by the Administrator. 

(7) To appoint Trade Practice Committees which shall meet with the Trade Practice 
Committees appointed under such other Codes of Fair Competition as may be related to 
the import trades, for the purpose of formulating fair trade practices to govern the 
relationships between employers under this Code and such others, to the end that such 
fair trade practices may be proposed io the Administrator as amendments to this Code 
and such other Codes. 

(8S) To elect a representative to serve on any Coordinating or Advisory Committee 
which may subsequently be established for the entire wholesale, retail, importing, export- 
ing, and manufacturing branches of any trade or industry, and to cooperate with such 
committee for the purpose of achieving uniform basic trade practice provisions or with 
respect to any functions which may be delegated to it by the Administrator. 

(9) To take any necessary action on formal request of any trade, group, or individual 

governed by this Code to protect them from actions filed under Title I, Section 3 (e) of 
the Act, or to represent them in any negotiations relevant to the Importing Trade, entered 
into with any Department of the Government, or with domestic producers, manufacturers 
or associations of the same, expenses incurred thereby to be for account of the parties 
directly interested. 
_ (10) To present to the Administrator reports and recommendations based on conditions 
in the Trade, which will tend to effectuate the purposes of the Act, such recommenda- 
tions unon approval of the Administrator to become operative as a part of this Code; 
provided, however, that any Importer affected thereby, shall have the right to be 
heard by the General Importers Code Authority and the Administrator. 

(11) To recommend to the Administrator any modification of this Code, either on its 
own initiative, or on request by any branch of the Trade. 

(12) To establish from time to time as necessary, coordinating committees to investi- 
gate matters arising between various Divisions of the Trade, which committees may 
make recommendations to the General Importers Code Authority, as a result of such 
investigation. 

(13) To submit to the Code Authority members representing a particular major Trade 
Section, as established in Sub-section (B) of this Section, matters concerning Importers 
in such major Trade Section, for investigation and recommendation to the General Im- 
porters Code Authority as a whole. 

(14) To exercise all general powers necessary to assist the Administrator. 

Section 3. Divisional Code Authorities.—Each Divisional Code Authority shall consist of 
not less than three nor more than fifteen members, selected by the members of the Di- 
vision of the Trade for which its Supplemental Code has been approved, in accordance 
with a fair method to be provided in the Supplemental Code of each Division. 

(A) The Administrator, in his discretion, may appoint one or more, additional mem- 
bers, to any Divisional Code Authority, without vote, to represent the Administrator. 

(B) Each Divisional Code Authority shall have the following duties or powers: 

1. To administer for its own Division of the Trade its Supplemental Code and the 
General Code, subject to the supervision of the General Importers Code Authority and the 
Administrator. 

First, with respect to the provisions of the General Code which govern all Divisions 
of the Trade, each Divisional Code Authority subject to the approval or request of the 
General Importers Code Authority: 

(1) Shall require from Importers in the Division which it represents such reports as 
are necessary to effectuate the purposes of the General Importers Code; subject, however, 
to similar requirements as to non-disclosure of confidential information as is provided in 
Section 2 (C) (4) of this Article: and 
May upon its own initiative or complaint of any Importer in such Division, make 
investigations as to the funetioning and observance of any provision of the General 
Importers Code and may hear and attempt to adjust such complaints; provided, however, 
that Divisional Code Authorities shall not investigate, nor attempt to adjust complaints 
of violation of the labor provisions of this Code until so authorized by the Administrator; 
and provided further, that any Importer who may be affected by the action or handling 
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of matters pertaining to any provision of the General Importers Code by his Divisional] 
Code Authority, shall have the right to have such matters submitted to and considered 
by the General Importers Code Authority for its action as provided in Section 2 (¢) 
of this Article. 

Second. With respect to the specific provisions of the Supplemental Codes which govern 
one or more, but not all, Divisions of the Trade, each Divisional Code Authority, subject 
to the approval or consent of the Administrator; 

(1) Shall require from Importers in its Division such reports as are necessary to 
effectuate the purposes of its Supplemental Code; subject, however, to similar require- 
ments as to non-disclosure of confidential information as is provided in Section 2 (C) (4) 
of this Article; and 

(2) May, upon its own initiative or complaint of any Importer in such Division, make 
investigation as to the functioning and observance of any provision of its Supplemental] 
Code, and may hear and attempt to adjust such complaints; provided, however, that Divi- 
sional Code Authorities shall not investigate nor attempt to adjust complaints of viola- 
tion of the labor provisions of this Code until so authorized by the Administrator, and 
provided further, 

(a) In the event that a Divisional Code Authority should report any matter referred 
to in the “Second” part of the above paragraph to the Administrator which affected 
any provision of the General Importers Code, the Administrator may if he desires, refer 
such matters to the General Importers Code Authority for handling as if such matters 
had been directly submitted to the General Importers Code Authority by such Divisional 
Code Authority, as provided in the “First” part of the above paragraph. 

Section 4. Qualification.—Any trade or group of trades may qualify to elect a repre- 
sentative on the General Import« ‘rs Code Authority by submitting evidence of compliance 
with such minimum requirements as to number of members, number of employees 
volume of turnover, invested capital, or otherwise, as may be determined by the Ad- 
ministrator. 

Section 5. Elections.—Members of the General Importers Code Authority shall be 
elected with regard for the major Sections established in Section 2 (B) of this Article, 
and all members of the Trade in each Division who assent to the terms and agree t 
bear their share of the cost of administration of the General Importers Code and any 
applicable Supplemental Codes thereto, shall have the right to vote for the Code Au- 
thority members ee See respective major Trade Sections. 

(A) The Central N.R.A. Committee for Import Trade Codes shall submit to the Ad- 
ministrator for pond a fair and equitable method for choosing nominees, and for 
eonducting such election. 

(B) The General Importers Code Authority shall establish in its By-Laws _ provisions 
relating to the terms of office of its members, and election of successors to the General 
Importers Code Authority or of any individual member thereof, whether to fill an unex- 
pired term or for a new term of office; provided, however, that such provisions may be 
disapproved by the Administrator upon review. 

Section 6. Administrative Interpretations.—The Administrator may from time to time, 
after consultation with the General Importers Code Authority or with any Divisiona 
Code Authority, or on his own initiative, issue such administrative interpretations of the 
various provisions of this Code, or of any of the Supplemental Codes thereto, as are 
necessary to effectuate their purposes, and such interpretations shall become operative 
as a part of this Code or such Suppleme ntal Codes 

Section 7. Non-Liability.—Nothing contained in this Code shall constitute the members 
of the General Importers Code Authority or Divisional Code Authorities partners for any 
purpose nor shall any member of any of such Code Authorities (General or Divisional) 
be liable in any manner to anyone for any act of any other member, officer, agent or em- 
ployee of any such Code Authorities nor shall any member of any such Code Authorities, 
exercising reasonable diligence in the conduct of his duties hereunder, be liable to 
anyone for any action or omission to act under this Code, except for his own willful 
malfeasance or nonfeasance 

Section & Undue Hardships Imposed hy Codes.—Where the operation of the provisions 
of this Code or any Supplemental Code hereto, imposes an unusual or undue hardship, 
any Importer may make application for relief to the Administrator who, after such 
publie notice and hearing as he may deem necessary, may grant such exceptions to, or 
modifications of, the provisions of this Code or of any Supplemental Code hereto, as the 
case might be, as may be consistent with the Act. 

Section 9. Obligations of Trade Associations.— 

(A) Each Trade Association directly or indirectly participating in the selection or 
activities of the General Importers Code Authority and/or Divisional Code Authorities or 
their agencies, shall: (1) impose no inequitable restrictions on membership and (2) sub- 
mit to the Administrator true copies of its articles of association, by-laws, regulations, 
and any amendments when made thereto, together with such other information as to 
membership, organization, and activities as the Administrator may deem necessary to 
effectuate the purposes of the Act. 

(B) In order that the General Importers Code Authority and Divisional Code Author- 
ities and their Agencies shall at all times be truly representative of the Import Trade, 
and in other respects comply with the provisions of the Act, the Administrator may 
provide such hearings as he may deem proper; and thereafter, if he shall find that the 
General Importers Code Authority or any Divisional Code Authority or any of _ their 
agencies is not truly representative or does not in other respects comply with the 
provisions of the Act, may require an appropriate modification in the method of selection 
of any such Code Authority or Agency. 

Section 10. Payment of Cost of Administration.— 

(A) It being found necessary, in order to support the administration of this Code 
and to maintain the standards of fair competition established herein, and to effectuate 
the policy of the Act, the General Importers Code Authority is authorized: 

(1) To incur such reasonable obligations as are necessary and proper for the fore- 
going purposes and to meet such obligations out of funds which may be raised as here- 
inafter provided and shall be held in trust for the purposes of this Code. 

(2) To submit to the Administrator for his approval, subject to such notice and oppor- 
tunity to be heard as he may deem necessary, (1) an itemized budget of its estimated 
expenses for the foregoing purposes, and (2) an equitable basis upon which the funds 
necessary to support sueh budget shall be contributed by Importers; 
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(3) After such budget and basis of contribution have been approved by the Adminis- 

trator, to determine and obtain equitable contribution as above set forth by all such 
Importers, and to that end, if necessary, to institute legal proceedings therefor in its 
wn name; 
. (1B) Each Importer shall pay his or its equitable contribution to the expenses of the 
maintenance of the General Importers Code Authority, as hereinabove provided, and 
subject to rules and regulations pertaining thereto issued by the Administrator. Only 
importers complying with the Code and contributing to the expenses of its administra- 
tion as hereinabove provided, unless exempted by Administrative Order from any obliga- 
tion to pay such assessments, shall be entitled to participate in the selection of members 
of the General Importers Code Authority or to receive the benefits of any of its volun- 
tary activities or to make use of any emblem or insignia of the National Recovery 
Administration. 

(C) The General Importers Code Authority shall neither incur nor pay any obligation 
in excess of the amount thereof as estimated in its approved budget, except upon ap- 
proval of the Administrator; and no subsequent budget shall contain any deficiency item 
for expenditures in excess of prior budget estimates except those which the Administra- 
tor shall have so approved. 

(D) Divisional Code Authorities when established under supplemental codes shall have 
the powers set forth in subsections (A), (B) and (C) of this Section, subject to the 
limitations contained therein, in order to support the administration of their particular 
Supplemental Codes, the General Code as applied to their specific division of the Trade, 
and to effectuate the policy of the Act. 

Section 11. Information for Government Agencies.—In addition to the information 
required to be submitted to the General Importers Code Authority and the Divisional 
Code Authorities or their agencies, all or any of the persons subject to this Code shall 
furnish such statistical information and reports as the Administrator may deem neces- 
sary for the purposes recited in Title I, Sections 3 (a) and 3 (e) of the Act, to such 
Federal and/or State Agencies as the Administrator may designate; but nothing in this 
Code shall relieve any person of any existing or future obligation to furnish reports to 
Government Agencies. No individual report shall be disclosed to any other Importer or 
any other party except to such other governmental agencies as may be directed by the 
Administrator. 

Section 12. Review of Acts of Code Authorities.—If the Administrator shall determine 
that any action of a Code Authority (General or Divisional) or any agency thereof 
may be unfair or unjust or contrary_to the public interest, the Administrator may 
require that such action be suspended to afford an opportunity for investigation of 
the merits of such action and further consideration by such Code Authority or agency 
pending final action which shall not be effective unless the Administrator approves 
or unless he shall fail to disapprove after thirty days’ notice to him of intention to 
proceed with such action in its original or modified form. 

Section 13. Expense of Administration Members.—Salaries and expenses of Administra- 
tion Members of the General Importers Code Authority and the Divisional Code Author- 
ities shall not be imposed upon, but may be assumed by the Trade in unusual cases 
warranting such action. 

Section 14. Industrial Relations Committee.— 

(A) There shall be created for the General Importing Trade a National Industrial 
Relations Committee, and for each division thereof which obtains an approved Supple- 
mental Code, a Divisional Industrial Relations Committee, each such committee to be 
composed of three (3) persons who shall be selected as follows: 

(1) A representative of the employers to be appointed in the case of the National 
Industrial Relations Committee, by the General Importers Code Authority, and in the 
ease of each Divisional Industrial Relations Committee, by the appropriate Divisional 
ate Authority, which bodies are hereby specifically empowered to make such appoint- 
ments. 

(2) A representative of the employees to be nominated by the Labor Advisory Board 
of the National Recovery Administration and appointed by the Administrator. 

(3) An impartial chairman to be selected by the two (2) members already appointed, 
or, in case they disagree, by the Administrator. 

(B) Members of these committees shall hold office for six (6) months from the date of 
their appointments, and re-appointments shall be made or vacancies shall be filled in the 
same manner as provided in Sub-section (A) of this section. 

(C) Each Industrial Relations Committee shall have the duty of dealing with com- 
plaints and disputes relating to labor, in accordance with rules and regulations issued 
by the Administrator. They shall have all such general powers necessary. to facilitate the 
performance of said duty, as may be conferred upon them by and under rules and 
regulations issued by the Administrator, and such special powers as may be expressly 
conferred by the Administrator. 

(D) Upon approval of the Administrator, local Industrial Relations Committees may be 
appointed under the General Importers Code or any supplement thereof, in order to 
facilitate the investigation and conciliation of complaints and disputes relating to labor. 
Such local Industrial Relations Committees shall report all cases handled by them to the 
apnronriate National or Divisional Industrial Relations Committees which may modify or 
reverse any action taken by local Industrial Relations Committees so reporting to them. 
Local Industrial Relations Committees shall each consist of three (3) members to be 
appointed in the same manner as provided in Sub-section (A) 0% this section. 





ARTICLE VII—UNFAIR TRADE PRACTICES 


Section 1. Inaccurate Labeling.—No Importer shall brand, mark or pack any goods 
in any manner which is intended to, or does, deceive or mislead purchasers with respect 
to the brand, grade, quality, quantity, origin, size, substance, character, nature, finish, 
material, content, or preparation of such goods; nor shall any Importer sell or offer 
for sale any imported merchandise labeled, marked, stamped or branded in any manner 
which misleads or tends to mislead the purchaser: nor shall any Importer knowingly 
imitate or sell or offer for sale any imported merchandise bearing a device which shall 
imitate a trademark, trade name, slogan, or any other mark of identification of a product 
of domestic manufacture, when such domestic marks, names or slogans have been in 
actual use prior to their use in the case of imported goods, if such device has the capacity 
to mislead a purchaser or prospective purchaser 
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Section 2. Inaccurate Advertising.—No Importer shall publish advertising (whether 
printed, radio, display, or of any other nature), which is misleading or inaccurate in any 
material particular, nor shall any member in any way misrepresent any goods (including, 
but without limitation, their use, trade mark, grade, quality, quantity, origin, size, sub- 
stance, character, nature, finish, material content, or preparation) or credit terms, values, 
policies, services, or the nature or form of the business conducted. 

Section 3. False Billing.—No Importer shall knowingly withhold from or insert in any 
quotation or invoice, any statement which makes it inaccurate in any material particular, 

Section 4. Commercial Bribery.—No Importer shall directly or indirectly give or permit 
to be given, or offer to give, money or anything of value to agents, employees, or repre- 
sentatives of customers or prospective customers, with or without knowledge of their 
employers or principals, as an inducement to influence their employers or principals, to 
purchase or contract to purchase from the makers of such gift or offer, or to influence 
such employers or principals to refrain from dealing or contracting to deal with com- 
petitors. This Section shall not be construed to prohibit free and general distribution of 
articles commonly used for advertising except so far as such articles are actually used 
for commercial bribery as herein defined. 

Section 5. Interference with Another’s Contract.—No Importer shall attempt to induce 
the breach of an existing contract between a competitor and his customer or source 
of supply; nor shall any such Importer interfere with or obstruct the performance of such 
contractual duties or services. 

Section 6. Rebates and Concessions.—No Importer shall permit the payment or allow- 
ance of rebates, refunds, commissions, credits, unearned or special discounts, whether 
in the form of money or otherwise, or the extension to certain purchasers of special 
services or privileges, not extended to all purchasers of the same class on like terms 
and conditions. 

Section 7. Giving of Prizes, Premiums, or Gifts—No Importer shall offer or give 
prizes, premiums, or gifts in connection with the sale of products, or as an inducement 
thereto, by any scheme which involves lottery, misrepresentation, or fraud. 

Section 8. Defamation.—No Importer shall defame competitors by falsely imputing to 
them dishonorable conduct, inability to perform contracts, questionable credit standing, 
or by other false representations, or by the false disparagement of the grade or quality 
of their goods. . 

Section 9. Threats of Litigation.—No Importer shall publish or circularize threats of 
suits for infringement of patents or trade marks or any other legal proceedings not in 
good faith, with the tendency or effect of harassing competitors or intimidating their 
customers. Failure to prosecute in due course shall be evidence that such threat is un- 
warranted or unjustified. 

Section 10. Espionage of Competitors.—No Importer shall secure, or attempt to secure, 
confidential information from any source concerning the business of a competitor by 
a false or misleading statement or representation, by a false impersonation of one in 
authority, by bribery, or by any other unfair method. 

Section 11. Subterfuge.—It shall be an unfair trade practice for any Importer to 
employ subterfuge, to avoid or attempt to avoid the provisions of this Code, or any 
Supplemental Code hereto, or the purposes and intent of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act, which are to increase employment, provide better wages, promote fair com- 
petitive methods. better business conditions, and promote the public welfare. 

Section 12. Other Unfair Trade Practices.—Subject to administrative approval after 
hearing there may be established, in any Supplemental Code, trade practice rules cover- 
ing such other subjects as conditions in such specific Division may require. Any violation 
of these provisions shall be an unfair trade practice. 


ARTICLE VIIT—APPLICATION OF CODE 

Section 1.—Any import trade, by majority vote of its members, may make application 
to the Administrator to operate under any other approved Code of Fair Competition 
which covers its trade, and upon approval of the Administrator shal! become subject to 
such other approved Code and shall no longer be governed by this General Importers 
Code with respect to such of their activities as shall be covered by the Code to which 
they shall be so transferred. 

Section 2, Every Importer, except those who on the effective date of this Code are gov- 
erned, or hereafter become governed, as to all or part of their activities, by any other 
Code of Fair Competition under the administration of the National Recovery Administra- 
tion or the Agricultural Adjustment Administration, shall be bound by all of the provi- 
sions of this General Importers Code and by all of the provisions of each and every 
Supplemental Code applicable to him, when such General Importers Code and/or such 
Supplemental Code or Codes shall have been approved, with respect to all of his activities 
which are not covered by another approved code, except those Importers, who file with 
the Administrator applications for exemption to this Code or any portion thereof, which 
after due consideration by the Administrator are sustained. 


ARTICLE IX—MODIFICATION 

Section 1. This General Importers Code and the Supplemental Codes hereto, and all 
provisions thereof, are expressly made subject to the right of the President. in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Sub-section (b) of Section 10 of the Act, from time to time 
to cancel or modify any order, approval, license, rule or regulation issued under Title 
T of said Act and specifically but without limitation, to the right of the President to 
cancel or modify his approval of these Codes or any conditions imposed by him upon 
his approval thereof. 

Section 2. This General Importers Code and the Supplemental Codes hereto, except as to 
provisions required by the Act, may be modified on the basis of experience or changes in 
circumstances, such modifications to be based upon application by Importers, the Gen- 
eral Importers Code Authority or by any Divisional Code Authority to the Administrator 
and such notice and hearing as he may prescribe, and to become effective on approval of 


ae Renee. ARTICLE X—MONOPOLIES, ETC. 

No provision of this Code, nor of any Supplemental Codes hereto, shall be so applied as 
to permit monopolies or monopolistic practices, or to eliminate, oppress, or discriminate 
against small enterprises. 











ARTICLE XI—EFFECTIVE DATE 
This Code shall become effective on July 30th.

All importers are subject to the Importing Code. Importers are defined as being 
those engaged principally in importing or having organized departments engaged princi- 
pally in importing, the latter being subject to the code for such department. Import 
agents and import brokers are included in the definition. 

The assessments for the Importing Code will be based on personnel. The first assess- 
ment will be One Dollar for each member of personnel for the first six months. This 
first six months’ assessment may prove sufficient to cover the entire year, depending upon 
the number of houses and employees eventually found to be in the importing trade. 

Where an importer is also subject to another approved code for a part of his busi- 
ness and is legally liable for assessment to such other code, he will be exempted for such 

, proportionate part of his assessment to the Importing Code. 

Complete By-laws have been prepared and will be distributed to the members of the 
trade shortly. These By-laws, together with the Code itself will cover all details of 
operation and organization under the code. The General Procedure to be followed in 
coneenee with Overlapping Code Jurisdiction is covered in memorandum (copy of which 
see below). 

The Importing Trade generally will function by Trade Divisions. Any trade having 
twenty-five or more members, or two hundred and fifty or more employees, or an annual 
turn-over of not less than five million or an invested capital and surplus of not less than 
ten million, is qualified for Divisional representation on the General Code Authority. 
Other smaller trades will be grouped with one general representative for such miscel- 
laneous importers of Crude and semi-finished products; one general representative for 
miscellaneous importers of food products and one general representative for miscellaneous 
importers of manufacturers’ goods ready for re-sale. 

Each Division is expected to handle its own Trade Disputes through its own 
Divisional Committee, subject only to appeal to the General Code Authority where 
necessary. 

Divisions requiring specific Fair Trade Practices additional to those in the General 
Code may apply for supplementary codes containing such additional Fair Trade Prac- 
tices, and when approved, will then operate under their own Divisional Code Authority. 

The general wage and hour terms of the General Importing Code are fair and rea- 
sonable. The importing trade, unlike any domestic trade, is concerned with International 
as well as Trans-Continental time. Contracts placed by importers must generally be 
confirmed abroad within twenty-four hours. Orders sent from the West Coast customers 
reach the U. S. East Coast three hours later. These conditions sometimes require the 
working of cable clerks without regard to any prescribed hour schedule. A _ similar 
situation applies in connection with the clerks engaged in the preparation of shipping 
documents. These clerks must also work at times without regard to hour schedule when 
necessary to clear merchandise from arriving steamers. Overtime work of this nature is 
unpredictable and cannot be protected in any specific allowance of over-time hours. 
This general situation was recognized by the National Labor Board and the Importing 
Code therefore provides complete freedom regarding the hours of cable and shipping 
document clerks. Such clerks are however protected by the provision that they will 
be paid over-time at the rate of time and one-third, for any such service in excess of 
their normal forty-hour weekly schedule. 

The immediate problem of the Code Authority is the preparation of accurate lists 
of the members of each trade. All importers are requested to co-operate in the furnish- 
ing of any information of this nature. 

As soon as the list of various trades has been completed and code Eagles distributed, 
the importers so listed will be furnished with the necessary nomination blank on which 
to indicate their choice for representation, following of which election in each trade will 
be conducted, for representation on the Permanent Code Authority. The Present Code 
Authority is an Acting Code Authority to function until such permanent Code Authority 


ee OVERLAPPING CODE JURISDICTION 


All importers are covered by the definition of the Importing Code. Some importers 
are also covered by the definition of other codes and some have been assumed to be under 
other codes although not covered by specific definition. 

The General Importers Code Authority takes, as a cardinal principle, the RIGHT of 
any Import Trade Division to choose for itself whether to be governed by the Importing 
Code or by any other approved Code appropriate to its interests. 

The Importing Code itself provides that any Import Trade, by majority vote of its 
members, may elect, subject to approval of the Administrator, to operate under another 
approved code, even though such other code does not claim jurisdiction. 

Where other codes do not specifically include importing in their definition, Importers 
of such articles will be held as being subject to the Importing Code and not to such other 
code, unless the majority of such members do definitely express their choice of such other 
code. . 

Where other codes approved prior to the Importing Code do specifically define im- 
porting, and Importers are considered to be operating under such codes, but desire to be 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the Importing Code, a petition signed by the majority 
of such Importers should be addressed to the Administrator, asking for such transfer 
and setting forth reasons therefor. This petition should then be forwarded to Washing- 
ton with the endorsement of the General Importers Code Authority, who will support 
such endorsement with such further assistance as they can render in urging a favorable 


decision. 
CODE PERSONNEL 


The Central N.R.A. Committee shall act as the General Importers Code Authority 
until such time as the permanent Code Authority is elected. This Code Authority was 
organized on July 30th, at which time Mr. C. E. Bingham was elected Chairman and 
Executive Officer, and Mr. C. G. Pfeiffer Vice-Chairman and Acting Chairman. When the 
permanent Code Authority is elected, their names will appear in Bulletin.

NQ CHANGE IN SYNTHETIC CAMPHOR DUTY 


The President has approved the second report on synthetic camphor by the Tariff 
Commission which finds that no change is required in the rate of duty under the 
provisions of paragraph 51 of the Tariff Act of 1930. This paragraph provides that 
the duty of 5 cents per pound on synthetic camphor shall be reduced to 1 cent per pound 
if the domestic consumption is not supplied by domestic production to the extent of 
more than: 

(a) 25 per cent for the six months ended June 17, 1933. 
(b) 30 per cent for the six months ended June 17, 1934. 
(c) 50 per cent for the six months ended June 17, 1935. 


The Commission had found in its first investigation that domestic production dur- 
ing the first of the above periods substantaily exceeded the 25 per cent specified in the 
law. At present report covering the second period shows that the domestic production 
of synthetic camphor greatly exceeded the 30 per cent specified in the law. The entire 
domestic output is by one manufacturer which started production in January, 1933. 

Synthetic camphor is used principally in the production of pyroxylin and celluloid 
articles and has been found especially adapted for the thin celluloid sheets used in 
manufacture of non-shatterable glass for automobiles. In these uses, natural crude 
camphor, production of which is confined to Japan, is largely interchangeable.

OXIDES OF IRON 


The President has approved the final findings of the Tariff Commission in an 
investigation, for the purposes of Section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930, of alleged 
unfair methods of competition or unfair acts in the importation or sale of oxides of 
iron suitable for pigment purposes. At the same time, he directed the Secretary of 
the Treasury to instruct customs officers to exclude from entry oxides of iron produced 
in the manner specified in the two patents for which the complainant is the sole and 
exclusive licensee to manufacture and to sell within that portion of the United States 
east of the States of Montana, Wyoming, Colorado, and Texas. The patents are the 
property of the West Coast Kalsomine Company, a California corporation. This, in 
effect, makes final the temporary order of exclusion, except under bond, issued on 
March 2, 1933, by the President. 

The Tariff Commission instituted the investigation on complaint of the Magnetic 
Pigment Company of New York City. Those named as respondents in the complaint 
were a Canadian manufacturer, a Canadian distributor, and two New York importers. 
In addition to the findings that the patented processes were used in making the 
imported merchandise, it was found that the sales of the imported article made by 
these processes substantially injured the domestic industry.

REGULATIONS RELATING TO LABELING OF DISTILLED 
SPIRITS 


Effective Date September 15, 1934 

Liquor labeling regulations, furnishing the consumer adequate information as to 
the contents of the bottle and at the same time protecting the producer, were issued 
by the Federal Alcohol Control Administration. 

In brief the following information must be shown: 

1—The brand name of the distilled spirits. 

2—The class and type of distilled spirits. 

3—The name and address of the distiller, rectifier or importer, or the name of the 
bottler if bottled by someone other than the producer or the name of the person for 
whom bottled if bottled for sale under the brand name of some one other than the 
roducer. 

, 4—The alcoholic content by proof, except the cordials, liquor, gin fizzes, highballs 
and other specialties may state the alcoholic content in percentage by volume. 

5—The quantity or net contents. 

6—A statement of any excessive coloring or flavoring materials. 

In the case of whiskeys, there are required to be stated the age of straight 
whiskey and the respective percentages of the straight whiskey, neutral whiskey and 
neutral spirits in any blend of whiskey. 

FOREIGN WHISKEYS 

The various straight whiskeys and blended whiskeys, and spirit whiskeys are all 
American types of whiskeys. If manufactured abroad and imported, they must add 
to their designation on the labels either the words “American type” or the name of 
the country in which produced. 

The Standards of Identity also recognize, however, certain distinctive foreign 
whiskeys such as “Scotch whiskey,” “Irish whiskey” and “Canadian whiskey.” Liquor 
in order to be entitled to these designations must be manufactured in accordance with 
the laws of the respective countries and must in conformity with those laws be three 
years old in the case of Scotch and Irish whiskeys and two years old in the case of 
Canadian whiskey. No statements of age or percentage are required on the labels 
so long as the foreign laws have been complied with. Whenever the particular Scotch, 
Irish and Canadian whiskeys are in fact a mixture of various whiskeys or of whiskeys 
and neutral spirits, then the designation must have added to it the word “Blended” 
or the words “A Blend.” These foreign types of whiskey if manufactured in the United 
States may, if manufactured strictly in conformity with the foreign requirements, be 
designated with the foreign name but in addition have added to that name the words 
“Type,” “American,” or similar designation indicating the true place of production. 

NOVEMBER 1—DEADLINE 

All distilled spirits produced from the date of the order must be labeled in con- 
formity with the new regulations except that present stocks of labels on hand may 
be used. After November 1 all spirits must be labeled under the new regulations. 

No age statement is required for bonded whiskey since under the Federal law it 
must be four years old before bottling. Generally, however, the bonded whiskey is 
labeled as to age.

SPECIAL TAX—FIREARMS 


Section 2 (a) of the National Firearms Act provides that every manufacturer, 
importer, and dealer (including pawnbrokers) in firearms must, within 15 days after 
the effective date of the act (July 26, 1934), that is on or before August 10, 1934, or 
upon first engaging in business, register and pay special tax, as follows:

As form 11-A (firearms), special tax return and application for registry, will 
not be available for distribution in time to permit filing of such returns before the 
date prescribed, namely, August 10, 1934, collectors of internal revenue are authorized 
to accept such returns filed on or before August 31, 1934, without the assertion of the 
25 per cent penalty for delinquency. 

The act provides: 

(a) The term “firearm” means a shotgun or rifle having a barrel of less than 
eighteen inches in length, or any other weapon, except a pistol or revolver, from 
which a shot is discharged by an explosive if such weapon is capable of being 
concealed on the person, or a machine gun, and includes a muffler or silencer for any fire- 
arm whether or not such firearm is included within the foregoing definition. 

(b>) The term “machine gun” means any weapon which shoots, or is designed 
to shoot, automatically or semiautomatically, more than one shot, without manual 
reloading, by a single function of the trigger. (T.D. 4461) 


REMOVAL OF BALE TAGS FROM BALES OF LINT COTTON 
SHIPPED FOR EXPORT 


Article 3Q (c), Regulations 84 (approved June 20, 1934), relating to the tax 
on cotton ginning under the Cotton Control Act (Public—No. 169—73d Cong.), is 


hereby amended to read as follows: 

The exporter shall, immediately prior to lading of the lint cotton on the export 
vessel, remove the bale tag from each bale of lint cotton; except that if bales of lint 
cotton are delivered at an interior point to a common carrier for export shipment 
on a through bill of lading to a foreign country, the bale tags may be removed from 
such bales immediately prior to lading at the interior point. When removing the bale 
tag, it must be mutilated in such a manner that it would be impossible to attach such 
tag to a bale of lint cotton. (See art. 27.) However, the mutilation shall not destroy 
the legibility of the serial number on the bale tag. Such bale tags so removed and 
certificates of tagging shall be forwarded to the collector with the monthly return filed 
for the period within which the bale tags were removed. A copy of the export bill of 
lading covering each shipment made during such period shall accompany the return.

TAX ON JEWELRY, ETC. 


Chapter V of Regulations 46, approved June 18, 1932, as amended by T.D. 4351, 
approved August 30, 1932, and T.D. 4373, approved July 17, 1933, is further amended 
in ——— with the provisions of section 609 of the Revenue Act of 1934 to read 
as follows: 





CHAPTER V. JEWELRY, ETC. 

Section 605 of the Revenue Act of 1932. (See page 1103—Custom House Guide.) 

Section 609 of the Revenue Act of 1934: 

The tax imposed by section 605 of the Revenue Act of 1932 shall not apply to articles 
sold by the manufacturer, producer, or importer, after the date of the enactment of 
this act for less than $25. 

Art. 28. Seope of tax.—The tax imposed under section 605 of the Revenue Act of 
1932 is applicable to the sale by the manufacturer of certain articles classified as follows: 

(1) All articles commonly or commercially known as jewelry, whether real or 
imitation. 

(2) Pearls, precious and semiprecious stones, and imitations thereof; 

(3) All other articles made of, or ornamented, mounted, or fitted with, precious 
metals or imitations thereof or ivory; and 

(4) Articles specifically mentioned in the Act, such as watches, clocks, parts 
for watches or clocks, opera glasses, lorgnettes, marine glasses, field glasses, and 
binoculars, 

During the period June 21, 1932, to May 10, 1934 (both dates inclusive), the tax 
attaches to the full selling price of any of the foregoing articles where the price is $3 
or more, except that parts for watches or clocks are taxable only when sold for more 
than 9 cents each. 

Effective on and after May 11, 1934, the tax attaches to the full selling price of 
any of the foregoing articles, including parts for watches or clocks, where the price is 
$25 or more. 

In any case where the sale is taxable, the tax attaches to the entire price and 
not to the amount by which such price exceeds 9 cents, $3, or $25, as the case may be. 

The assembling of two or more of the articles specified in the law is a further 
manufacturing process and the person who assembles such articles into other taxable 
articles is a producer and liable for the tax on the sale of the assembled articles. 
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INTERNAL REVENUE, TAX ON JEWELRY, Continued 

Art. 29. Jewelry.—Jewelry in general includes articles designed to be worn on the 
person or apparel for the purpose of adornment and which in accordance with custom 
or ordinary usage are worn so as to be displayed, such as rings, chains, brooches, brace- 
lets, cuff buttons, necklaces, earrings, beads, etc. The tax attaches to such articles, 
when sold during the period June 21, 1932, to May 10, 1934 (both dates inclusive), for 
$3 or more, or when sold on or after May 11, 1934, for $25 or more, regardless of the 
substance of which made and without reference to their utilitarian value or purpose. 
The term “jewelry” ordinarily does not include articles designed to be carried in the 
hand or hung over the arm, such as canes, bags, and purses. Likewise, many things 
designed to be carried in the hand or worn concealed about the person, such as vanity 
cases, mesh bags, cigarette cases, eyeglass cases, and pencils, do not fall within the 
category of jewelry, as defined hereinbefore. However, such articles sold during the 
period June 21, 1932, to May 10, 1934 (both dates inclusive), for $3 or more, or on or 
after May 11, 1934, for $25 or more, are taxable under section 605 when made of, or 
ornamented, mounted, or fitted with, precious metals or imitations thereof or ivory. 
It is immaterial under the Act whether the jewelry is real or imitation. 

Art. 30.—Pearls, precious and semi-precious stones, and imitations thereof.—When 
sold during the period June 21, 1932, to May 10, 1984 (both dates inclusive), for $3 
or more, or when sold on or after May 11, 1934, for $25 or more, the tax attaches to the 
sale by the manufacturer of all pearls and precious or semi-precious stones, whether 
real or imitation, whether cut or uncut, whether drilled, mounted, or matched, whether 
temporarily or permanently strung, and whether with or without clasps. Beads are 
subject to the tax as jewelry if the beads are strung ready for use. The sale of loose 
beads is not subject to the tax unless such beads are pearls, precious or semi-precious 
stones, or imitations thereof, but a person who strings loose beads into a necklace, for 
example, is liable as the vroducer of the necklace. 

Articles carved or made from precious or semi-precious stones or imitations thereof, 
such as ash trays, lighters, book ends, ete., are taxable. 

Art. 31.—Articles other than jewelry, made of, or ornamented, mounted, or fitted 
with, precious metals or imitations thereof or ivory.—The term “precious metals” includes 
platinum, gold, silver, and other metals of similar or greater value. The term “imitations 
ee” includes platings (except in the case of silver-plated ware) and alloys of such 
metals. 

Silver-plated ware which is ornamented, mounted, or fitted with precious metals 
or imitations thereof other than silver-plate, is subject to tax. 

Examples of articles which become subject to the tax when ornamented, mounted, 
or fitted with precious metals or imitations thereof, are umbrellas, purses, walking 
sticks, fountain pens, cigarette lighters, and shoe buckles. 

Art. 32. Watches and clocks.—The sale by the manufacturer of a watch or clock 
is taxable regardless of the substance of which made. During the period from June 
21, 1932, to May 10, 1934 (both dates inclusive), watches and clocks sold by the manu- 
facturer for $3 or more, and parts for watches or clocks (including cases, movements, 
mechanisms, ete.) sold for more than 9 cents each, were subject to the tax. Watches 
or clocks, and parts therefor, sold on or after May 11, 1934, are subject to the tax 
only when sold for $25 or more. 

Art. 33. Opera glasses, lorgnettes, marine glasses, field glasses, and binoculars.— 
These articles are specifically subject to the tax. However, the enumeration is deemed 
to include only portable instruments. Accordingly, marine glasses, field glasses, and 
similar optical instruments which by reason of their size or weight are ordinarily mounted 
upon tripods or other bases, are not subject to the tax. 

Art. 34. Application of the tax.—By specific provisions of the law, as amended, the 
tax does not attach to 

(1) Articles specifically exempted by enumeration in the statute, including surgical 
instruments, silver-plated ware, frames or mountings for spectacles or eyeglasses, and 
articles used for religious purposes. 

(2 Articles sold on or after May 11, 1934, for less than $25, and articles sold prior 
to such date for less than $3 (except parts for watches or clocks sold prior to such date 
for more than 9 cents). 

(3) Articles sold directly to a registered manufacturer for further manufacture of 
taxable articles or to a registered vendee for resale to a registered manufacturer for the 
further manufacture of taxable articles. 

Among the articles or parts of articles coming within the scope of section 605 
which may be purchased tax free for further manufacture by a manufacturer or producer 
who complies with the registration provisions set forth in Article 7, as amended, are 
(1) all mountings made of, or ornamented, mounted, or fitted with, precious metals or 
imitations thereof or ivory; (2) pearls, precious and semi-precious stones, and imitations 
thereof, whether uncut or cut and ready for use but not mounted; (3) watch cases, watch 
movements or mechanisms, parts for watches and clocks, etc., and (4) other similar 
incomplete or unfinished articles subject to tax under section 605. as 

The phrase “articles used for religious purposes’ means articles of the description 
which might be included in the taxing provisions of the Act but which are commonly 
used in religious devotions. An article commonly used for nonreligious purposes may 
be sold tax free only if purchased from the manufacturer for use exclusively for religious 
purposes. 

Art. 35. Rate of tax.—The tax is payable by the manufacturer at the rate of 10 per 
cent of the sale price as outlined in Articles 8 to 15, inclusive, and in Article 28.

TAX ON CIGARETTES 


Section 610 of the Revenue Act of 1934, approved May 10, 1934, provides as follows: 
Effective on the day following the date of the enactment of this Act, the last two para- 
graphs of section 400 (a) of the Revenue Act of 1926 are amended to read as follows:

TAX ON FURS (T.D. 4451) 


Chapter IV of Regulations 46, approved June 18, 1932, as amended by Treasury 
Decision 4361, approved January 25, 1933, is further amended in conformity with 
the provisions of section 608 of the Revenue Act of 1934, to read as follows: 


CHAPTER IV—FURS 

Section 604 of the Revenue Act of 1932 (see page 1103, Custom House Guide). 

Section 608 of the Revenue Act of 1934. 

The tax imposed by section 604 of the Revenue Act of 1932 shall not apply to articles 
sold by the manufacturer, producer, or importer, after the date of the enactment of this 
Act, for less than $75. 

Art, 24. Scope of tax.—The tax is imposed upon the sale by the manufacturer of (1) 
articles made of fur on the hide or pelt and (2) articles of which fur on the hide or pelt 
is the component material of chief value. 

During the period from June 21, 1932, to May 10, 1934 (both dates inclusive), the 
tax attaches to the full selling price of the foregoing articles regardless of the amount 
for which sold. 

On and after May 11, 1934, the tax attaches to the entire amount for which any of 
the foregoing articles are sold, if sold for $75 or more. 

In the event the manufacturer sells the article on or after May 11, 1934, for $75 or 
more, the tax attaches to the entire price for which it is sold and not to the amount by 
which such price exceeds $75. 

The tax is not confined to the sale of articles of fur used as wearing apparel but 

also attaches to articles susceptible of other uses, such as rugs, robes, etc. Raw fur is 
not subject to the tax. 
_. The tax attaches to the sale as specified in the foregoing paragraphs of any article 
if such article is made of fur on the hide or pelt, or if the component material of chief 
value of such article is fur on the hide or pelt. To determine whether fur is the com- 
ponent material of chief value, the respective values of the various materials, including 
the fur, should be compared. The comparison should be made immediately before the 
assembling of the materials after they have been completely prepared and nothing re- 
mains to be done to make the completed article except assembling the component parts. 
Labor charges for assembling the components into the completed article or for other 
work required shall not be taken into consideration in determining the value of the 
fur or other components. If the fur is not exceeded in value by any other single com- 
ponent material, the fur is considered the component material of chief value. 

Fur collars, fur cuffs, fur trimmings, fur linings, and other completed articles of fur 
are taxable when sold by the manufacturer thereof during the period June 21, 1932, to 
May 10, 1934 (both dates inclusive), regardless of the price for which sold, or when 
sold by the manufacturer thereof on or after May 11, 1934, for $75 or more, even though 
» Be crn into other articles of which fur is not the component material of 
chief value. 

Art. 25. Repairs.—Ordinary repairs to an article made wholly or in part of fur on 
the hide or pelt are not taxable, but where new fur is supplied the tax attaches to the 
sale of such new fur. The price paid for the repair job will be presumed to be the 
price for which such fur is sold unless the labor and new fur are billed as separate items. 
Where the price attributable to the new fur is shown as a separate item on the invoice 
furnished to the customer, the tax will attach to the sale price of the new fur only. 
New fur furnished in repair jobs completed or delivered prior to May 11, 1934, is subject 
to tax regardless of the price charged for such fur. No tax will attach to new fur 
furnished in repair jobs completed on and after May 11, 1934, where the price charged for 
such fur is less than $75 

Art. 26. Sales for further manufacture.—Articles made of fur on the hide or pelt may 
not be sold tax free under certificate for further manufacture, because such articles are 
specifically excepted from the terms of the law authorizing the sale of certain articles 
free of tax for further manufacture. (See article 7.) Provisions under which a manufac- 
turer may take credit for tax paid by a prior manufacturer, etc., are set forth in 
article 71. 

Art, 27. Rate of tax.—The tax is payable by the manufacturer at the rate of 10 per cent 
of the sale price, as outlined in articles 8 to 15, inclusive, and in article 24. (T.D. 4449)

AGRICULTURAL ADJUSTMENT ADMINISTRATION 


The October issue of the BULLETIN will carry a complete list of proclamations 
and bulletins issued by the Agricultural Adjustment Administration, in connection 
with the processing taxes, and a short synopsis of what each such document covers, 
specially prepared for the BULLETIN by the authorities in Washington. 


CUT SUGAR BEET CROP NOT TO AFFECT SET IMPORT 
QUOTAS 


Reduction of the sugar beet crop of the United States as a result of drought will 
have no effect on import quotas already established for the current calendar year 
under the Costigan-Jones Act. This is because the large carryover of January 1, 1934, 
and the estimated production from the current crop will total 20,000,000 bags of sugar 
in excess of the marketing quota for the year, set at 29,087,200 bags. This excess will 
be a normal carryover January 1, 1935, and no real shortage will be evident unless 
and until a short crop is produced in the fall of 1935. Stocks of beet sugar on hand 
at the beginning of this year were about equal to the domestic beet sugar marketing 
quota of 1,556,166 short tons raw value, and the reduction in this year’s beet crop will 
merely result in reducing the excess of supplies and will not require adjustment of 
quotas. 


SUGAR PROCESSING TAX FUNDS TO AID INSULAR AREAS 


Establishment of separate sugar processing tax funds for the Philippine Islands, 
Puerto Rico, the Territory of Hawaii, and the Virgin Islands, to be used in each of 
these respective areas for the benefit of its agriculture is provided in a proclamation 
issued pursuant to Section 15 (f) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended. 
The taxes collected upon the processing of sugar cane in these areas or the processing 
in continental United States of sugar produced in and coming from these areas shall 
be held as separate funds in the names of the respective areas either to be expended 
for the benefit of agriculture or to be paid as rental or benefit payments in connection 
with crop adjustment programs or to be used for expansion of markets or for removal 
of surplus agricultural products in each of the areas. 


COTTON PROCESSING TAX TO REMAIN UNCHANGED 


The cotton processing tax will continue to be in effect for the 1954-35 cotton 
marketing year, and no change in the rate 4.2 cents per lb. net weight is being made, 
and in view of the requirements of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, the Administra- 
tion feels warranted in assuring industry that no redetermination of the rate of the raw 
cotton processing tax is at present contemplated. 

The Administration felt warranted in these taxes and as August 1st has been 
accepted as representing the first of the marketing year, no relief can probably be 
expected prior to August 1, 1935. 

Compensating taxes on cotton in their present form, and as amended by the Sugar 
Act, cover any cotton content in an imported article, regardless of how small or of 
insignificant value, and where such a condition exists has become largely a nuisance 
tax. Any tax that costs more in time and labor than the amount of money involved 
must be placed in that class. The additional tax revenue derived as a result of the 
amended law must be insignificant as compared to the many millions of dollars collected 
as a result of the original law and proclamation. 

Recently, it was decided by Internal Revenue officials to waive collections of com- 
pensating taxes amounting to less than 25 cents, on any one shipment, instead of with- 
holding delivery of cases, as had been the practice, where even the smallest amount 
of compensating taxes had been found not to have been paid. 


SUIT ATTACKS SUGAR QUOTAS 





Hawaiian sugar interests began litiga- 
tion to test constitutionality of the AAA 
sugar control program. 

Thirty-seven of the 39 leading producers 
and refiners in the islands brought suit 
in District of Columbia Supreme Court to 
enjoin enforcement of the quota program 
in Hawaii. 

Associate Justice Cox ordered Secretary 


of Agriculture Wallace to show cause 
Sept. 4 why an injunction should not be 
issued. 

The suit followed a threat by Wesley A. 
Sturges, of the AAA sugar section, in a 
Honolulu speech, that persistence in an 
intention to sue might cost the Hawaiian 
producers their market on the mainland.

PUERTO RICO SUGAR QUOTA ALLOTTED AMONG 
PROCESSORS 


The Secretary of Agriculture has signed the Puerto Rico sugar order No. 1 Which 
allots among Puerto Rican processors the Puerto Rico sugar quota established under the 
provisions of the Jones-Costigan Act. 

The allotments, based upon the 1934 sugar production of each company, were caleu- 
lated at about 73% of each company’s production, which percentage expresses the rela- 
tionship between. the total 1934 production in Puerto Rico and the quota of 802,842 tons. 

The figures upon which the calculation was based were those of July 18, 1934. On 
this date, certain companies had already over-shipped their allotments. It was necessary 
to pro rate the over-shipments among the companies which had not yet shipped up to 


their allotment. For this reason, the total amount of sugar allotted, 761,433 tons, is 
11,409 tons less than Puerto Rico's quota. This difference represents the amount by 


which certain companies had over-shipped their quotas on July 18. 

Companies which had not shipped their full allotment up to July 18 will be unable 
to ship their full allotment in 1934. It is the intention of the Department, if necessary, 
to deduct from the 1935 quotas, when they are established, amounts equal to the 1934 
over-shipments of those companies which have over-shipped, and to add to the 1935 
allotment of those companies which were unable to ship their full allotment in 1934, the 
amounts deducted for 1934. 

Sugar now afloat, in excess of the shipper’s allotment, can be entered into the United 
States for storage only and may not enter consumption during the calendar year 1934, 

Any person who considers himself aggrieved because of any allotment made to him, 
or because he has received no allotment, may appeal in writing to the Secretary of 
Agriculture, setting forth, under oath, the basis for his compiaint, and any person ag- 
grieved because of any allotment may apply to the Secretary for a public hearing for 
its adjustment. 

The Secretary may also adjust any allotment, after notice and opportunity for hear- 
ing, if he finds “that any processor to whom an allotment has been made has failed to 
establish and maintain a just relation between the price paid by him to producers of 
sugarcane and the price received by him for sugar manufactured therefrom, and that 
such failure to establish and maintain such just relation is a material factor in pre- 
venting the maintenance of a just relation between the prices received by domestic 
producers and the prices paid by domestic consumers— hg

SUGAR IMPORTS FOR RE-EXPORT RULED NOT 
CHARGEABLE TO QUOTAS 


General Sugar Order No. 1 provides that sugar brought into the United States for 
refining and re-export, for use in the manufacture of other products and their export, 
or for refining and return to customs custody and control until permitted to be brought 
in under a quota, will not be charged to the import quota of the country of its origin. 

Persons wishing to take advantage of this order will be required to give bond in an 
amount equal to three times the value of the sugar in order to protect the United States 
against their failure to re-export the sugar or return it to customs custody and control. 
This condition follows the provisions of the Jones-Costigan Act with respect to penalties. 

The order was issued chiefly to allow cargoes of sugar which have arrived in the 
United States in excess of the import quotas of the countries of their origin to be refined 
here and re-exported or to be used in the manufacture of articles for export. The order 
will also make it possible to minimize losses which arise out of damage to sugar in transit.

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RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN THE 
UNITED STATES AND CUBA 


Signed August 24, 1934 
Effective September 3, 19384 


The President of the United States of America and the President of the Republic of 
Cuba, desirous of strengthening the traditional bonds of friendship and commerce between 
their respective countries by maintaining as the basis for their commercial relations the 
granting of reciprocal preferential treatment, in continuation of the policy adopted in 
the Convention of Commercial Reciprocity of 1902 between the two countries, and taking 
into consideration that changed conditions have rendered it necessary to modify the 
provisions of that Convention, have arrived at the following Agreement: 





ARTICLE I—During the term of this Agreement, all articles the growth, produce or 
manufacture of the United States of America which would have been admitted free of 
duty if imported into the Republic of Cuba on the day of signature of this Agreement, 
and all articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the Republic of Cuba which would 
have been admitted free of duty if imported into the United States of America on the 
day of signature of this Agreement, shall be so admitted by the respective country free 
of duty. 


ARTICLE 11—Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of 
America enumerated and described in Schedule I annexed hereto and made a part of this 
Agreement, shall, on their importation into the Republic of Cuba, be granted exclusive 
and preferential reductions in duties not less than the percentages specified respectively 
in Column 1 of the said Schedule, such percentages of reduction being applied to the 
lowest rates of duty, respectively, now or hereafter payable on like articles the growth, 
produce or manufacture of any other foreign country. 


No article the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America 
enumerated and described in Schedule I annexed hereto, with respect to which a rate 
of duty is specified in Column 2 of the said Schedule, shall in any case, except as provided 
in Article VIII or X, be subject to any customs duty in excess of the rate so specified. 

Every article the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America 
which is not provided for in Article I, and which is not enumerated and described in 
Schedule I annexed to this Agreement, shall, on importation into the Republic of Cuba, 
be granted an exclusive and preferential reduction in duty of not less than the percentage 
of reduction which would have been accorded if imported into Cuba on the day of the 
signature of this Agreement, such percentage of reduction being applied to the lowest 
rate of duty now or hereafter payable on the like article the growth, produce or manu- 
facture of any other foreign country. 


ARTICLE Ilt—Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the Republic of Cuba 
enumerated and described in Schedule II annexed hereto and made a part of this Agree- 
ment, shall on their importation into the United States of America, be granted exclusive 
and preferential reductions in duties not less than the percentages specified respectively 
in Column 1 of the said Schedule, such percentages of reduction being applied to the 
lowest rates of duty, respectively, now or hereafter payable on like articles the growth, 
produce or manufacture of any other foreign country. 

No article the growth, produce or manufacture of the Republic of Cuba enumerated 
and described in Schedule II annexed hereto, with respect to which a rate of duty is 
specified in Column 2 of the said Schedule, shall in any case, except as provided in Article 
VIII or X, be subject to any customs duty in excess of the rate so specified. 

Every article the growth, produce or manufacture of the Republic of Cuba which is 
not provided for in Article I, and which is not enumerated and described in Schedule II 
annexed to this Agreement, shall, on importation into the United States of America, be 
granted an exclusive and preferential reduction in duty of not less than 20 per centum, 
such percentage of reduction being applied to the lowest rate of duty now or hereafter 
payable on the like article the growth, produce or manufacture of any other foreign 
country. 


ARTICLE IV—The United States of America and the Republic of Cuba agree that 
the notes included in the Schedules I and II are hereby given force and effect as integral 
parts of this Agreement. 


ARTICLE V—No quantitative restriction shali be imposed by the Republic of Cuba 
on any article the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America 
enumerated and described in Schedule I annexed to this Agreement, nor by the United 
States of America on any article the growth, produce or manufacture of the Republic 
of Cuba enumerated and described in Schedule 11: Provided, That the foregoing provision 
shall not apply to prohibitions or restrictions relating to public security; imposed on 
moral or humanitarian grounds; designed to protect human, animal or plant life; relating 
to prison-made goods or goods the product of forced labor; relating to the enforcement 
of police or revenue laws; or designed to extend to imported products a regime analogous 
to that affecting like or competing domestic products, such as restrictions imposed on 
imported products the production of which may be restricted within the importing country. 


With respect to the allotment of quotas by the United States of America or the 
Republic of Cuba for any article on which quantitative restrictions are not prohibited by 
this Agreement, there shall be no discrimination against any person or company importing 
or exporting such articles between the two countries.

ARTICLE Vi—On and after July 1, 1935, fees, charges or exactions imposed by the 
United States of America or the Republic of Cuba for consular certification of invoices 
and for other consular services pertaining to the documentation of any shipment of 
articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the territory of the other country shal} 
not exceed in the aggregate 2 per centum of the free on board (F.O.B.) invoice value of 
the merchandise concerned, at the port of exportation, except that this limitation shal} 
apply only when the charges for such services would otherwise be in excess of two 
dollars and a half on merchandise of Cuban origin or two pesos and a half on merchandise 
of origin in the United States of America. Such fees, charges or exactions shall not in 
any case be higher than those imposed by the United States of America or the Republic 
of Cuba, respectively, upon shipments of like merchandise from any other country. This 
article, however, shall not be construed to embrace such reasonable fees, charges or 
exactions pertaining to documentation required by the sanitary laws or regulations of the 
United States of America or the Republic of Cuba as are commensurate with the services 
performed. 


ARTICLE VIii—In respect to articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the 
United States of America or the Republic of Cuba, imported into the other country, on 
which ad valorem rates of duty may be assessed, it is understood and agreed that the 
methods of determining dutiable value and of converting currencies shall be no legs 
favorable to importers than the methods prescribed under presently existing laws and 
regulations of the respective importing country. 


ARTICLE VIII—AII articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States 
of America or the Republic of Cuba, shall, after importation into the territory of the 
other country, be exempt from national or federal internal taxes, fees, charges or exac- 
tions, other or higher than those payable on like articles of national or any other 
foreign origin. 


All articles enumerated and described in Schedule I annexed to this Agreement, with 
respect to which a rate of duty is specified in Column 2 of the said Schedule, shall be 
exempt from all taxes, fees, charges, or exactions, in excess of those imposed or required 
to be imposed by laws of the Republic of Cuba in effect on the day on which this 
Agreement comes into force; and all articles enumerated and described in Schedule ]] 
annexed to this Agreement, with respect to which a rate of duty is specified in Column 2 
of the said Schedule, shall be exempt from all taxes, fees, charges or exactions, in excess 
of those imposed or required to be imposed by laws of the United States of America in 
effect on the day on which this Agreement comes into force. 


The provisions of this Article insofar as they apply to taxes, fees, charges, or 
exactions imposed within the United States of America, shall apply only to such taxes, 
fees, charges, or exactions as are subject to statutory control by the Federal Government 
of the United States of America. 


ARTICLE IX—On and after the day on which this Agreement comes into force, articles 
the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America and articles the 
growth, produce or manufacture of the Republic of Cuba previously imported into the 
other country shall be subject to the provisions of this Agreement, if entry therefor has 
not been made, or if they have been previously entered without payment of duty and 
under bond for warehousing transportation, or any other purpose, and without any 
permit of delivery to the importer or to his agent having been issued: Provided, That 
when duties are based upon the weight of merchandise deposited in any public or private 
warehouse, the said duties shall, except as may be otherwise specially provided in the 
tariff laws of the respective countries in force on the day of signature of this Agreement, 
be levied and collected upon the weight of such merchandise at the time of its entry. 


ARTICLE X—In respect to articles subject to specific rates of duty, neither the 
United States of América nor the Republic of Cuba shall impose any additional duty, 
surtax, or other charge, by reason of any reduction in the vaiue of its coin or currency 
with reference to the legal gold equivalent thereof as of June 1, 1934: Provided, That 
in the event that any such reduction shall have exceeded 10 per centum with reference 
to the legal gold equivalent of such coin or currency as of June 1, 1934, the rates of duty 
levied on a specific basis in the country whose coin or currency is so reduced in value 
on imported articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the other country may be 
increased to an extent no greater than is necessary to compensate for such reduction on 
the date of the arrival of the imported merchandise at the port of entry; except that any 
such increase in rates of duty imposed by either country on imported articles the growth, 
produce or manufacture of the other country, shall not be greater proportionately than the 
increase in rates of duty on like articles the growth, produce or manufacture of any 
other foreign country. 


ARTICLE XI—The customs preferences and other benefits provided for in this Agree- 
ment are granted by the United States of America and the Republic of Cuba to each 
other subject to the condition that the Government of each country will refrain from 
subjecting payments or the transfer of means of payment or the disposition thereof to 
any regulation, restriction, charge or exaction, other or higher than was in force on 
April 1, 1934, which results in (one) impairing or circumventing any provision of this 
Agreement, (two) placing an undue burden on trade between the nationals or residents of 
the respective countries, or (three) preventing or hindering nationals of either country 
residing, doing business, or traveling in the territory of the other country from securing 
and transferring in or to either country the funds reasonably necessary for, or arising 
from, such residence, business, or travel. In the event that the Government of either

country considers that the other country has failed to comply with the conditions ex- 
pressed in this Article, and the latter country shall not have satisfactorily corrected the 
regulation, restriction, charge or exaction out of which such failure arose, after formal 
complaint has been made thereof, the Government of the country so complaining may 
terminate the Agreement thirty days after giving notice to the other Government. 


Nothing in this Article shall be construed to prevent the adoption of measures pro- 
hibiting or restricting the exportation of gold or silver. 


ARTICLE X1II—The United States of America and the Republic of Cuba retain the 
right to apply such measures as they respectively may see fit with respect to the control 
of the expert or sale for export of arms, munitions, or implements of war, and in ex- 
ceptional circumstances of other material needed in war. 


ARTICLE XIIMI—No administrative ruling by the United States of America or the 
Republic of Cuba affecting advances in duties or charges applicable under an established 
and uniform practice to imports from the territory of the other country shall be effective 
retroactively or with respect to articles either entered for or withdrawn for consumption 
prior to the expiration of thirty days after the date of publication of notice of such ruling 
in the usual official manner. The provisions of this article do not apply to administrative 
orders imposing anti-dumping duties, nor relating to sanitation or public safety, nor 
giving effect to judicial decisions. 


ARTICLE XIV—Laws, regulations of administrative authorities, and decisions of 
administrative or judicial authorities, pertaining to the classification of articles for 
customs purposes and to rates of duty shall be published promptly in such a manner as 
to enable traders to become acquainted with them. Such laws, regulations, and decisions 
of the United States of America or the Republic of Cuba shall be applied uniformly at 
all ports of entry of the country, except as otherwise specifically provided in statutes of 
the United States of America relating to articles imported into Puerto Rico. 


ARTICLE XV—The provisions of this Agreement shall not apply to the Philippine 
Islands, the Virgin Islands, American Samoa, the Island of Guam, nor to the Panama 
Canal Zone. 


ARTICLE XVI—tThe operation of the provisions of the Commercial Convention, con- 
cluded between the United States of America and the Republic of Cuba on December 11, 
1902, shall be suspended on the day on which the present Agreement comes into force. 
In the event of the expiration or the denunciation of the present Agreement, the pro- 
visions of the aforesaid Convention of 1902 shall automatically resume operation and 
shall continue in full force and effect as provided therein until the expiration of one year 
from the day on which the Government of either country shall have given notice to the other 
Government of an intention to terminate it. 


ARTICLE XVII—The present Agreement shall come into force on the tenth day 
following the day of the signature thereof, after proclamation by the President of the 
United States of America and the President of the Republic of Cuba, and shall remain in 
full force for the term of three years thereafter, unless terminated pursuant to the 
provisions of Article XI or of the third paragraph of this Article. 

Unless at least six months before the expiration of* the aforesaid term of three 
years the Government of either country shall have given to the other Government notice 
of an intention to terminate the Agreement upon the expiration of the aforesaid term 
or it shall have been terminated pursuant to the provisions of Article XI or of the third 
paragraph of this Article, the Agreement shall remain in full force thereafter until six 
months from such time as the Government of either country shall have given notice to 
the other Government. 

If, however, the rates of duty on sugar or tobacco specified in Column 2 of Schedule 
Il annexed to this Agreement shall be increased in accordance with the provisions set 
forth in the notes to paragraphs 501 or 605 of the said Schedule, this Agreement may be 
terminated by the Government of either country by giving notice to the other Government 
of an intention to terminate it at the expiration of thirty days from the date of such 
notice. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this Agreement 
and have affixed their seals hereto.

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A WEAPON FOR IMPORTERS 
TO FIGHT TARIFF 
INCREASES 


Under the code of fair competition for 
their industry recently approved by NRA, 
American importers are given a more ef- 
fective organization to combat actions filed 
against them to raise tariffs. The Recov- 
ery Act, Section 3 (e) authorizes the 
President to instruct the Tariff Commis- 
sion to investigate complaints that imports 
of low-priced goods are endangering oper- 
ation of American industry. If the results 
of the investigation warrant, he is em- 
powered to raise tariffs to the extent nec- 
essary to prevent code agreements from 
becoming ineffective. 

In the Importers’ Code the Code Au- 
thority is authorized to represent any 
group of the trade or individual in the case 
of actions filed against them. An indus- 
trial relations committee set-up is provided 
in the Code. It bars unfair trade prac- 
tices, such as inaccurate labeling. (See 
complete text of code in this issue.) 


CUSTOMS NOT FAVORABLE 
TO EXTENSION OF 1929 
WAREHOUSE ENTRIES 
PERIOD 
In response to a recommendation that 
the warehouse period of goods entered dur- 
ing the year 1929 be further extended,

that time, further: 

“Undoubtedly a considerable portion of 
the merchandise has been withdrawn since 
that time. Even if all the remaining por- 
tion became abandoned to the Government 
and subject to sale and were actually of- 
fered for sale at Government auction, the 
Department does not believe that the of- 
fering of such an assortment of merchan- 
dise, and in the comparatively small quan- 
tities involved, would affect the domestic 
markets for similar merchandise to any 
appreciable extent. 

“On the other hand, the Department 
could afford substantial relief to the indi- 
vidual importers concerned simply by ex- 
tending the time for sale. Under the De- 
partment’s regulations, merchandise which 
has become abandoned and subject to sale 
may, at any time before sale, be with- 
drawn for consumption upon payment of 


the duties and charges which have accrued 
thereon (Art. 995 C. R. 1931). Although 
the regulations also provide that such mer- 
chandise shall be sold at the next regular 
sale (Art. 990), the Department has 
waived this requirement and authorized the 
collector of customs to extend the time for 
sale in various cases where the importer 
concerned requested such extension, in 
order to afford him additional time in 
which to pay the duties and charges and 
effect withdrawal of his merchandise, and 
thus enable him to protect his interests.” 


U. S. SETS TRADE PARLEYS 
WITH BRAZIL, HAITI, 
COLOMBIA AND BELGIUM 


Announcement that the U. S. would be- 
gin negotiations looking toward reciprocal 
trade agreements with Brazil, Haiti, Co- 
lombia and Belgium was made by the State 
Department. 

Additional countries with which nego- 
tiations are to be had are expected to be 
announced next week. 

The committee for reciprocity informa- 
tion has issued formal notice that inter- 
ested parties desiring to be heard shall file 
application for oral presentation of views 
not later than noon, Oct. 8, in the case of 
Haiti and that hearings will be held on 
Oct. 15. Applicants desiring to be heard 
in regard to Brazil shall apply not later 
than noon Oct. 15 and hearings will be 
held Oct. 22. Hearings in the case of 
Colombia will be held on Oct. 15. Belgium 
hearing will be held on Oct. 29. Applica- 
tions for oral presentations must be in not 
later than noon, Oct. 22. 

Various rumors are circulating regard- 
ing the sugar legislation projected in con- 
nection with the reciprocity tariff treaty 
between Cuba and the United States. 
However, it is understood measures to con-

MARKING PENALTY DECI- 
SION FAVORABLE TO 
IMPORTERS 


The Treasury Department has accepted, 
as final, the recent decision of the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent Ap- 
peals holding that the 10 per cent addi- 
tional duty does not apply where either 
the container or the article were marked 
with the country of origin. 

In those cases where either the merchan- 
dise or the container is not marked, the 
Collector of Customs will require that both 
be marked in accordance with the provi- 
sions of Section 304 of the Tariff Act, but 
the 10 per cent penalty provision will not 
apply.
